Miss Helen Mary Quinn, 31 years 
old, 1720 Ohio avenue, East St. 
Louis, who yesterday filed a $50,- 
000 breach of promise suit against 
Robert i. Miller, member of the 
St. Clair County Board of Supervi- 
sors and secretary of the East St. 
Louis Republican City Central 
Committee, died suddenly early to- 
day from the effects of poison. 

The cause of death was not es- 
tablshed until Dr. Leo Madden, 
Deputy Coroner, performed an 
autopsy. He said he had been un- 
able to determine the kind of 
poison, which had been taken in- 
ternally. 

An inquest will be necessary in 
an effort to determine whether it 
was swallowed accidentall: or in- 
tentionally. 

Miller was married last March 
22 to Miss Marion Nugent, daugh- 
ter of the late Joseph Nugent, 
wealthy horse and mule dealer, It 
was her second marriage, she hav- 
ing eloped in 1920 with her fa- 
ther’s chauffeur, Samuel Strohm, 
whom she subsequently divorced, | 
obtaining restoration of her maid-| 
en name, | 

Seemingly in good spirits, Miss | 
Quinn, at her home last night, read | 
a newspaper account of the filing 
of her suit against Miller and re- 
marked: “This is not so funny as 
some people seem to think.” 

She retired at 10:30 o’clock. At 
5 o’clock this morning her mother 
and stepfather, Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Dauer, with whom she lived, | 
heard her gasping, and, going to 


the mouth. Unable to speak, she 
was removed to St. Mary’s Hospi- 
tal, where she died 25 minutes 
later, apparently from an internal 
hemorrhage. She had been suffer- | 
ing from a throat ailment, her 
mother said. 

A bottle of chloroform, kept on | 
hand for medicinal purposes, was | 
found in her room. Reporters were | 
told there was no evidence that | 
Miss Quinn had swallowed chloro- | 
form, nor was there any odor of it | 
in her room. A physician who was 
summoned to the house declined to 
express an opinion as to the cause 

Miss Quinn was-employed as 
forewoman in the stock depart- 
ment at the Stix, Baer & Fuller 
department store, where she had 
worked 13 years, Miller is 32 
years old, and resides at 1719 
North Twenty-eighth street. 

In her petition, Miss Quinn al- 
leged that Miller in 1924 promised 
to marry her, and that last Feb. 
16 they set the date of their wed- 
ding as April 7, which was her 
birthday, but two weeks before 
that time he married Miss Nugent. 

In addition to the breach of 
promise suit, Miss Quinn served | 
formal notice on Miller that she'| 
would sue him to recover $10,000, | 
which she asserted she had lent 
him to finance his political cam- 
paigns and to pay for his automo- 
bile and personal xpenses. 

Mrs. Dauer said her daughter 
and Miller had gone together for 
seven years and that Miller dined 
at their home several times a 
week, and gave Miss Quinn an en- 
gagement ring.

sent to the Senate. 

The vote for the report of Sen- 
ator Steiwer (Rep-), Oregon, giv- 
ing Mellon clear title to his office 
was 8 to 6. Four Democrats not 
voting are being polled. 

The report of Chairman Norris 
declaring that Mellon as a stockho- 
led was disqualified was rejected, 
10 to 3. 

Senators Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
and King (Dem.), Utah, however, 
concurred in a third report deciar- 
ing that while Mellon, as a stock- 
holder did not violate the law, that 
any participation, directly or indi- 
rectly in business by the Secretary 
of the Treasury would constitute a 
violation of the statute. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, who introduced testimony of 
Melion showing that he went tv 
Canada in the interests of the Alv- 
minum Co. of America in which 
he is a stockholder, asked for an 
open inquiry into Mellon's activi- 
ties. This motion was defeated 
also, 8 to 6&.

Mooney and Billings. 
Yo the Mditor of the Post-Dispatca: 
HE other day, while searching tor 


work I found an old crumpled mimeco- 


graphed leaflet lying in the street. It 


was advertising a “protest” meeting be- 
ing given at Druid’s Hall, Ninth and 
Market streets, on Wednesday evening, 
May 1, at 8 o'clock. The leaflet called 
on ali workers to “protest against the 
frameup of Mooney and Billings,” now 
“thirteen years in jail for a crime hey 
never committed.” 

I remember the case well. It was back 
in 1916, in’ San Francisco, just before 
the war. Tom Mooney and Warren Bill- 
ings, trade union organizers, were trying 
to organize the street car men into 1 
union, when they were deliberately 
“framed up” on a charge of murder. 
The evidence at their trials clearly 
showed from a photograph taken by one 
of the newspaper camera men that Moo- 
ney and Billings at the time of the bomb 
throwing were a mile and a quarter 
away, watching the San Francisco pre- 
paredness parade! ‘This evidence was 
never refuted, and yet they were con- 
victed, on what was afterward admitted 
Billings being 
wziven life and Mooney sentenced to be 
hanged. Finally after many workers 
protest demonstrations. Mooney’s sen- 
tence was commuted to life imprison- 
ment. President Wilson, after a special 
investigation of the case, interceded for 
the two men. The 10 living jurymen, 
the Prosecuting Attorney, the Judge have 
all slened petitions asking that Mooney 
and Billings both be given new trials. 
Still they languish in jail, now 19 years, 


for a crime of which they are totally 


innocent. They have never been given a 


new trial,

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resort to Federal Courts they must come in witb 
clean hands. The State police must be bound, “at 
least to some degree,” he said, by Federal practice 
when they perform a duty in connection with viola- 
tion of a Federal law. The Volstead act provides 
for issue of warrants to search dwellings only on 
evidence of sale at these dwellings. 

This decision ought to clear up the Police De- 
partment’s somewhat cloudy understanding of what 
its rights are in enforcing the liquor laws. The 
weakness of these laws in the State courts creates 
a temptation to State officers to take the cases into 
the Federal Courts, which was what happened in 
this instance. If the Federal Judges permitted in- 
vasion of our constitutional rights it would not 
be long until the Federal courts would be overrun 
by State officers seeking to enforce this unpopular 
law over the heads of the people of St. Louis in vio- 
lation of constitutional guarantees. It is not a mat- 
ter of whisky. It is‘a matter of liberty. Unfor- 
tunately, there is in the Federal Courts a decision by 
the late Judge Trieber of Arkansas denying the prin- 
ciple that State officers coming into Federal Courts 
must conform to Federal practice. The Faris deci- 
sion rises to the high ground of dissent from the 
dangerous postulate that State officers can resort to 
lawlessness and still make their cases in Federal 
Court. 

Judge Faris has served fair warning against such 
outlawry by the State itself. That he served this 
warning in the case of a Negro emphasizes the as- 
surance that the Federal Courts are, as the Post- 
Dispatch recently said, the ultimate safeguards of 
the people against local tyranny.

It is bard to realize that Eugene H. Angert has 
passed from St. Louis and this life. For many 
years he had been indispensable to every gathering 
of the urbane, the graceful, the lovers of life and 
laughter. His easy wit illumined the St. Louis 
scene like the play of summer lightning over a 
meadow at twilight. Materially quiet, given to pipe 
smoking and serenely standing by, bis was an elfin 
spirit. 

His friends recall that once for two hours as toast- 
master be introduced, oneafter another, a score 
of men eminent in the business and finance of the 
city, and none cared or dared to‘take the floor and 
suffer comparison with his {nexhaustible brilliance. 
Modestly, he was amazed by his own wit. “I am 
not responsible for it,” he would say: “I don’t know 
where it comes from. My mind just works that 
way.” 

That native originality was not limfted to epigram- 
matic speech nor the writing of amateur plays. Some- 
thing more than that stimulated the phenome- 
nal growth of the St. Louis Horticultural Society, 
which he founded, to 2 membership of 1200 in little 
more than a year. It was his own devotion not 
only to flowers, but to people. Loving flowers and 
knowing them, be wanted the world to know and 
love them, too. Every spring he and Mrs. Angert 
invited all the town in to see their remarkable gar- 
dens, and every year thousands responded. The 
groups he led devoted themselves not merely to their 
own gardens, but to gardens for the whole com- 
munity. Such men are great not merely in what 
they do, but in what they are. In that Nght, Mr. 
Angert meant much to St. Louis as a city of cul- 
ture and delight in life and beauty. and the gardens 
of future St. Louisans may be a memorial no less 
lasting. 
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ST. LOUIS’ TUBERCULOSIS PROBLEM. 

In his double role of City Tuberculosis Controller 
and president of the Trudeau Club, a tuberculosis- 
fighting organization, Dr. Howard H. Bell pleads for 
a bond issue to provide funds for tuberculosis pa- 
tients. In his speech before the Civitan Club yester- 
day, he outlined the necessity for a bond issue of 
$1,750,000 for Koch Hospital and $350,000 each for 
City Hospitals Nos. 1 and 2. 7 

This is the program.-set out in a resolution passed 
by the Trudeau Club a ‘year ago and subsequently 
indorsed by the St. Louis Medical Society. The res- 
olution contained the following statement: 


We have no available beds at the present time 
at Koch Hospital, City Hospital No. 1 or City 
Hospital No. 2 for the indigent and acutely sick 
tuberculosis patients. There are numerous pa- 
tients who caunot be hospitalized in any insti- 
tution because there are no available beds. 
* * * The most acute public health problem 
today in St. Louis is tuberculosis. 


Before long it will be necessary to draw up a gen- 
eral bond issue for the completion of unfinished 
projects and such new ones as it may seem advisable 
to undertake. We trust one of the items wil] provide 
for the need described by Dr. Bell. Last year 852 
persons in St. Louis died of tuberculosis, a controlla- 
ble and curable disease. With adequate hospital fa- 
cilities there is no reason why that rate cannot be 
lowered.

known our scorn. At this writing, however, we are 
prepared to speak constructively. In the “Home 
Economics” department of this paper on Friday ap- 
peared a recipe for strawberry shortcake which ought 
to be posted in every kitchenette of the land. There 
was but one mild flaw in the revelation and that 
was the option, reluctantly granted, though, to use 
whipped cream if preferred. . Without being dog: 
matic we desire to say that whipped cream is an 
abomination that might well be booted into the lost 
arts. Anyhow, it should not be permitted to dim 
the glory of strawberry shortcake. Rich, golden cream 
in its native wonder should be invoked in this bap- 
tismal rite; it is the only ointment under heaven, on 
earth, or in the waters under the earth, that is 
worthy of the ceremonial. 

With the exception noted, we indorse unreservedly 
the formula in column 4, page 38, of Friday's Home 
Edition. There’s the strawberry shortcake that 
makes life a joyous, beautiful, grand, sweet song. 
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SPRING AVENUE. 

There are three suggestions for Spring avenue, 
which offers the municipality a means of relieving 
north and south traffic over Grand boulevard. Spring 
avenue is one block west of Grand. It is not now a 
through street, but the municipality plans to make 
it extend continuously from Fairground Park to 
Carondelet Park. 

What seems the best of these suggestions is that 
Spring avenue remain a 60-foot street, with seven and 
a half foot sidewalks, leaving 45 feet for traffic. The 
strip commonly left between curbs and sidewalks, and 
often serving no purpose, would be abandoned by this 
suggestion; but the sidewalks themselves would be 
even wider than they usually are. As much as 45 
feet for traffic, particularly on streets which are 
without street car lines, is also above the average. It 
accommodates five lines of traffic, as wed as park- 
ing on both sides. In the baseball season Grand bou- 
levard is taxed beyond its capacity. Values, too, 
would increase upon a new through street relieving 
Grand. 

Director Brooks of the Street Department esti- 
mates that it would take two years to put Spring ave- 
mue through from the North-Side to the South. It 
}would be necessary to build a viaduct across Mill 
Creek Valley,’as well as to condemn property where 
the street is now closed. A prior suggestion to open 
an entirely new highway between Spring and Grand 
bas been abandoned as impracticable. The Spring 
avenus project is probably a better solution of the 


proble Unfortunately, a continuous Spring gvenue 
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ing to amend the small loan law enacted two years | 
ago, Which legalizes an interest rate of 42 per cent | 
a year on loans not cxeeeding $300, 

The oficial deportment of Senator Buford is inde- | 
fensible. He has held these bills up for 10 weeks. 
Various efforts have been made to get the bills before 
the Senate. Mr. Buford has blocked them all. He has 
resorted to various devices, some pusillanimous, some 
unbelievably arrogant. The whole story of his out- 
rageous official behavior was told in Friday's Post- 
Dispatch. No self-respecting citizen could read it 
without blushing for a public servant who so defies 
every rule of elemental fairness and official obliga- 
tion. 

Indefensible as his conduct is, Mr. Buford has at- 
tempted to defend it. “Don’t jump on me,” he ex- 
postulated to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “Jump on the 
Russell Sage Foundation.” He said he had received 
telegrams from the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
the local Better Business Bureau and the Kansas 
City Chamber of Commerce protesting a reduction 
of the 42 per cent interest on small loans. Tawdry 
buncombe, These organizations are, of course, in- 
dorsing the present law. They are not indorsing 
Mr. Buford’s refusal to permit the Legislature to 
exercise its judgment and perform its constitutional 
duty. Moreover, the Better Business Bureau explains 
that it favors the bill outlawing salary buying, one 
of the bills Mr. Buford is suppressing. 

As for Senator Buford, trying as he is, the public 
need not be concerned. The Bufords of public life. 
ccne and go. But a point made by Senator Dear- 
mont whe was taken to task umder the senile canon 
of “senatorial courtesy,” when he appealed to the 
committee from the chairman's ruling, is pertinent. 
If a chairman can be upheld in such defiance, and 
if such action be accepted as a precedent, then, Mr. 
Dearmont argued, the fate of any bill will rest in 


the disposition of the chairman of the committee | 
to which 4t has been referred. The Legislature will | 
be helpless, the Governor helpless, the people help- 
less, if a committee chairman may keep a bill locked 
up in his desk and frustrate every attempt to bring 
tt to the floor for consideration, as Mr. Buford bas 
done with salary loan bills. :

United States has agreed to back a treaty program originated by the League of Nations 
whose purpose is to abolish human slavery; it is estimated that four or five 
million human beings are still in bondage in various pagts of the world; only 
last year 200,000 natives of Sierra Leone, a British protectorate, were freed 


from slavery.

‘0 back a treaty-program Originated by 
the League of Nations, and even goes fur- 
tner than seme of the other signatorics 
in declaring opposition to all “forced la- 
bor,’ except by convictec criminals. This 
news comes back to us from Genevu, 
whence American press correspondents dis- 
patch word that at last the League gets its 
first imprint of the Great Seal of the Unit- 
cd States under its roof. And since that 
seal has the American eagle imbedde in it, 
the New York Times leads in rejoicing over 
“The Eagle in the Dovecote.” To the 
Times this precedent Of co-operation with 
the League members as independent asso- 
ciates, if not as allies, is “of even greater 
import” than the beneficent results of the 
treaty for peoples affected. Slight press 
attention was given to the ratification of 
the League’s slavery convention, which was 
signed and sealed in the last days of the 
Coolidge administration. But the arrival of 
the official document at the palace of the 
League of Nations not only raises hopes 
among advocates of further American co- 
operation with the League, but renews in- 
terest in the international, war on slavery 
and near-slavery which still’ exist much 
more widely than many know.

It is estimated that four or five million 
human beings are yet in bondage in various 
parts of the world; in Abyssinia the pro- 
portion of slaves is said to be one in five 
of the population, and in parts of China 
one in 150: slave importation to Arabia 
rates 2000 a year, according to data fur- 
nished to League headquarters. The most 
notable progress reported by the League 
during the past year was thé freeing of 
200,000 natives of Sierra Leone, on the west 
coast of Africa next to Liberia, a British 
protectorate, on Jan, 1, 1928.

1923 on condition that slavery be abolished, 
is still the most active center of the slave 
trade, despite King Ras Taffari’s decree of 
the death penalty for slave holding, In the 
New York Herald Tribune Magaziue Robert 
B. Peck tells us that the Abyssinian trade 
persists as the perquisite of certain noble 
families in the feudal kingdom, and that 
mostly white men are behind the slave 
business, We read: 


“For years the Kenya colony has been 
under great expense because of slave- 
hunting expeditions from Abyssinia, but 
within the last two or three years these 
are said to have fallen off greatly, Grad- 
ually, it is said, the Abyssinian slave busi- 
ness is shrinking. Some two or three 
thousand slaves actually have been freed. 

However, in the district of which Abys- 
sinia may be considered a part, which 
embraces both shoreg of the Red Sea and 
a good part of northern, central and east- 
ern Africa, it was estimated in 1926 that 
30,000 human beings were traded each 
year. 

Many of them are Moslem blacks from 
the interior of Africa, and they may leave 
their homes nominally free, though held 
in a kind of féudal serfdom, in the train 
of their master on a pilgrimage to Mek- 
ka. The expenses of the trip, however. 
may exceed the estimate of their master. 
and in order to return to his home in 
proper style he may be compelled to se]! 
some of his retainers,” 


Tibet, Afghanistan, Hejaz and Morocco 
are listed by Mr. Peck as other places where 
slavery continues to exist, and he adds 
Persia and Southern China to the lst of 
countries which have “officially” declared 
for abolition. We are reminded that “the 
Moslem World Congress held at Mekka in 
the summer of 129 adopted a resolution 
denouncing slavery. particularly the en- 
Slavemnent Of Moslems by other Moslems. 
and this, it is believed, eventually may do 
much to discourage the practice.” Afr. 
Peck also reports that international mis- 
sionary forces are determined that the ce- 
velopment of commercial exploitation of 
Africa “shall proceed along less bloody 
lines than the development of the two 
Americas.” 

It may be added that the United States 
is quite skirt-free to sympathize and co- 
operate in international abolition of slavery. 
The thirteenth amendment to the Constitu- 
tion in 1865 set our standard. which in 
terms applies to all places subfect to our 
jurisdiction. Bulletin No. 236 of Interna- 
tional Conciliation, Carnegie Endowment 
states that the thirteenth amendment hae 
been applied to the territory of Alaska. and 
legai avthorities bold that tt applics to the 
Philippine tsiands. All legigiation for these 
poas*asions tncerporates the previsten tha!

Court affirmed the sentence of the 
lower court, Sinclair became re- 
signed to his fate and set about 
putting’ his business affairs in 
order. 

Sinclair. chairman of the board 
and executive head of the oil com- 
pany, it was learned, has turned 
over the administrative powers, 
held by himself. to his brother, 
Ee. W. Sinclair, who will-represent 
him during his incarceration. The 
company, a $300,000,000 corpora- 
tion, employs nearly 16,000 per- 
sons. 

Sinclair for the last few days 
has spent virtually all his time 
with his wife and mother at the 
Sinclair home, No. 2 East Seventy- 
ninth street. He has not confided 
in any friends his plans for the trip 
Monday.

From a packet of letters, a mar- 
riage certificate and other }-...ers 
found in a hotel room at Niles, was 
pieced together the story of the life 
of the person known as Peter 
Stratford. 

The correspondence showed the 
determination of a woman, appar- 
ently possessed of all the mental 
attributes of the opposite sex, to 
live as a man. Out of that deter- 
mination, investigators said, was 
born “Peter Stratford,” a person 
with a gift for literary criticism 
and a follower of the cult of “ufi, 
the fundamentalist branch of Mo- 
hammedanism, Petcr Stratford 
worked at jobs varying from heavy 
rhanual labor to the writing of crit- 
ical essays. 

With the appearance of 
Stratford, the letters showed, died 
Deresley Morton, a British subject, 
who came to America from New 
Zealand 20 years ago. Peter Strat- 
ford married Mrs. Rowland in Kan- 
sas City, Mo., in 1925. 

In Hollywood, according to the 
letters, Peter Stratford assisted na- 
ttonally known playwrights and au- 
thors in their work. 

Letters to a woman in Los -\n- 
geles, addressed only as “Alma,” 
told of Peter Stratford's love for 
her as based on the tcnets of the 
Sufi cult. | 

The manager of the Hote! at 
Niles said the Stratfords came there 
in 1926. They never quarreled, he 
said, but three months ago Strat- 
ford's “wife” left suddenly for Hol- 
ly wood. 

When doctors in an Oakland hos- 
pital told Stratford, who had tub- 
erculosis, that death was near, the 
patient told her secret. 

No one has claimed the body. 

Miss Alma Thompson, employed 
at a movie studio, whose letters 
} were found among “Stratford's” 
effects, said she knew “him” 
through Mrs. Rowland and wrote 
to “him” in sympathy because of 
“his” illness.

$305,233,842 GASOLINE = 
TAX COLLECTED IN 1928 


Of This Total, Missouri Motorists 
Paid $6,948,229 to State 
Treasury. 

By the Associated Press. . 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Gaso- 
line taxes amounting to $305,233,- 
$42 were collected on the sale of 
210,.178,344.771 gallons of motor 
fuel in 1928 in 46 states and the 
District of Columbia. 

The figures, collected by the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, included 
all states but Massachusetts and 
New York, which did not have a 
gasoline tax in 1928. Illinois had 
the tax for only one month, the 
Supreme Court of the State hav- 
ing declared the tax invalid in 
February. 

All these states will be repre- 
sented in 1929 figures as Illinois 
has passed a new law and New 
York and Massachusetts imposed 
a gasoline tax effective May 1 
and Jan. 1. respectively. The Illi- 
nois tax is effective Aug. 1, this 
year. 

The average tax rate a galion 
for the year was 3 cents, the high- 
est being 5 cents in seven states 
and the lowest 2 cents in 12 states. 
There was an average revenue of 
$15.09 a vehicle. The tax for Mis- 
souri totaled $6,948,229.
